Subject. —Import of Polyethylene Moulding Powder (both high and low density): Grant 
of Letter of Authority procedure. 

No, 49-ITC(PN)/76. —Attention is invited to the import policy as contained in Sec¬ 
tion III of Ihe Import Trade Control Policy Rpd Book (Volume I) for the period April, 
1976—March, 1977, in terms of which release of polyethylene moulding powder (both high 
and low density) will be made by the canalising agency—namely—the State Trading Cor¬ 
poration of India l.imitcd/Statc Chemical and Pharmaceutical Corporation of India Limited 
(CAPCO), on the basis of release orders issued by the licensing authorities, 

2, On a review of the position it has been decided until further orders, to allow import 
of polyethylene moulding powder (both high and low density) to actual users, both in the 
large and Krrvall scale sector, by conversion of release orders into licences in the name of 
the canalising agency with letters of authority in favour of the actual users. 

3. In the case of release orders i.ssued to actual users prior to the date of issue of this 
public notice for the period 1976-77 or earlier periods and are otherwise valid, import 
licences in the name of CAPCO with letter of authority in favour of actual users will also 
be issued. 
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4. Import licences, in terms of the provisions referred to in Paragraphs 2-3 above will 
be issued for import upto 50 per cent of the value of release orders under G.C.A. and 
for the balance 50 per cent under U.K. Credit. 

5. Release Order holders desiring to avail of the facility provided in this public notice 
should approach the licensing authorities concerned alongwith the original release orders 
immediately for conversion. In case of release orders already registered with the canalising 
agency, the actual users shmdd produce from the canalising agency a ‘no objection certifi¬ 
cate' for conversion of release order into licence with letter of authority. 

6. Import licences with letter of authority, wherever issued in terms of this public notice, 
will be forwaded to the canalising agency under intimation to the applicant and the actual 
users should approach the canalising agency for obtaining the import licence alongwith 
letter of authority.
